Extfa@ of a Letter from Citizen Joser# Buona- 
pagts, Ambaflador from the French Republic to 
the Court of Rome. , 

Frorence, tith Nivofe+Dec. 31. 

*° On the 6th, three perfons came to me, and in- 
Formed me that a revolution was preparing, and that the 
infurgents hoped for the fupport of the French Govera, 
iment. T replied, that the epoch of general peace did 
not appear to me to be that in which my Government 
‘ought to take any, part in events which might retard it ; 
and, as the French Minifter, I enjoined them not to 
come again to me with fuch propofitions. 

© Next evening, Chevalier Azarra told me confi 
dentially, that he bad, juft been with the Secretary of 
‘State, and that it appeared probable fome imprudent 
perfons were about to attempt a rifing, which would be 
as unfaccefsful, on accourt of the fialineds of their 

‘numbers aod their foolith conduct, as that which was 
undertaken fome months before. 

& | learned at the Marchionefs Maflimi’s, that four 
of the leaders of this affair were the {pies of the Govern- 

“' ment, .which had taken meafures to defeat the plan of 

~ the infurgents. 

« I was informed the day after, that a patrole had 
been attacked by about fixty men, and that two of 
the Pope’s' dragoons were killed. Several of the 
infurgents wore’ the French cockade, and left, as it were 

‘by miftakey'a-bagfull, which were {catered about the 

place of meeting. 

« J went immediately to the Secretary of State, and 
told him, that, fo far front oppofing the arrefting of the 

' perfons who had affumed the French cockade, I came 
to requeft him to aryeft all who did not belong to the 

. French legation. ‘Thefe amounted only to the number 

» of eight, and I pointed them out to him.

-lo :z with the. Spanith: Minilter. 

“ On my return home, I fpund General Duphoz 
_ and Adjutant General Sherlock waiting forme. We 

converfed upon. the childifh attempt that had been made

‘down to viblé, when the porter came and informed me, 

_ that about''20 men had prefented themfelves at the gate 
of the palace, crying—* Live the Republic !—Live 
the ‘Roman People !”? One of them infifted upon {peak~ 
ing to me. He had the appearance of a wild fanatic, 
and faid, * We are free, and we come to demand the 
fupport of France.” . b replied to this extravagance by 

” defiring him and his‘companions to retire immediately 
from the jurifdiction of France, or otherwife that I

ry men who were with me endeavoured to convince

“°] dreffed myfelf in my diplomatic robe, and went 
into the court, accompanied by the French officers who 
were then in the palace. _I heard a long difeharge of 
'mufketry. A party of cavalry had penetrated into the 
' midft of the French jprifdiction. A great multitude 
filled the court and the different ftairs. But foon there 

were only to be feen perfons dying, intimidated fugi- 

‘tives, and bold enthefiafts. 

:  & A company Of fiiflleers ‘clofely followed the caval- 

ety. I ordered them to withdraw from the jurifdicion 
of France. They fell back fome-fteps, and the people 
advanced in proportion as they retired. But it appear- 

“ed that the Papal troops had only made this retrograde 

‘motion in order to be out of the reach of piftol -fhot, 

“and to be able to make a general difcharge of their muf- 

- Kets without any.danger to themfelves. I defired the 
‘Aide-de-Camp Beauharnais and another French officer 

“to endeavour to quiet the multicude ; and I advanced 
myfelf, along with Generals Duphoz and Sherlock, to 

“{nvite the troops to ceafe their fire, and to retire with- 

‘ out the Freach jurifdiction. 

_.., # Brave ‘General Duphoz, accuftomed to conquer,

.. “Though protected by all the French artifts and mili- 
tary who could gather around me, I regained. the pa- 
lace with;much difficulty, which I found filled with the 
dead, the dying, aud the fugitives. 

s¢ It was now fix o’clock. ‘T'wo hours had paffed 
fince the maflacte of General Duphoz, and no member 

of the Government had yet appeared. The Spanith 

' and“Tufcan “Minifters only.baftened to the French pa- 

lace, to fhare in the dangers to which I was’ expofed. 

* No official correfpondence took place between the 
Cardinal Secretary of State and me until eleven in the 
_evening. I thought it-my duty to leave Rome ; and at 
fix in the morning of the gth Nivofe, 14 hours after 
‘ the murder of General Duphoz; I quitted this.criminal 
city, to go to Florence.” 

Jofeph Buonaparte concludes his letter by ftating, 
that “he will foon repair to Paris, to give further a¢- 
counts of the crimes ef the Court of Rome, and to 
confult with the Directory on the punithment which

“ The Direftory charge me to exprefs to you, in 
the ftrongelt and. warmeft manner, the lively fatistaction 
which they have received from your conduct in this af- 
fair. 1 hope you will readily believe that 1 am happy 
to be their organ in communicating thefe fentiments.

Allading to the murder of General Duphoz, one of 
the journals fays, “ The hand of crime has tolled the 
laft hour of Rome, and the old capitol, more loaded 
with iniquity than with years, is about, by its fall, to 
avenge the death of a hero, of a friend and comp2nion 
of Buonaparte, whom a bafe foldiery have maflacred 
even within the palace of our ambaffador.” 

A paper of the 13th ftates, that the envoy from Rome 
at Paris. has been taken into cuftody, and that a courier 
extraordinary has been difpatched to General Berthier 
at Milan, to defire him to march the Republicaa troops 
againft Rome, in order to avenge the manes of the 
brave Duphoz. 

The fame paper afferts, that there are ftrong reafons 
for believing that the Directory will foon give orders 
for the invafion of the Electorate of Hanover. _ 

‘Letters from Raftadt ftate, that the equipage of 
Buonaparte has been fept back from, thence to Straf- 
bourg, and that the members of the Congrefs have there- 
fore concluded chat the General would. not take any 
further part in the negociations, on account of his be- 
ing wholly occupied with the preparations that are ma- 
king for the invafion of England. 

In the Council of Five Hundred (22d Nivofe, Jan. 
11,). Villers made a report from the Seleé& Committee 
to whom the meffage of the Direétory of the 15th Ni- 
voile, refpecting vellels laden with Englifh merchandize, 
was referred.—He faid, it was the intereft of all the 
Powers of Europe to unite in fupport of the liberty of 
manitime commerce, which the Government of Eng- 
land would appropriate exclufively to itfelf. 

The reporter alfo noticed the laft fpeech of thePre- 
fident of the American Congrefs, in which he obferved, 
the fame principles were profeffed as thofe of the Eng- 
lith Minifter ; and he concluded that thefe two Govern- 
ments had agreed together to calumniate France, 

The plan of the refolution propofed by Villers con- 
tained three articles, which the Council adopted with- 
out any oppofition. 

1. The fitnation of all fhips and veffels, with regard to their 
quality as neuter or enemies, fhall hereafter be determined by 
their cargoes. ‘Therefore, every veflel found at fea, laden, or 
partly laden, with the produce or merchandize of England, or 
of any of its poffeffions, is declared a lawful prize, whoever be 
the proprietors of the faid produce or merchandize. 

2 No foreign veffel, which in the courle of her voyage, may 
have entered an Englith port, fhall be permitted to enter any 
port of the Republic, ,unlefs fhe be in diftrel.——in which cafe, 
fhe fhall be obliyed to {ail as foon as the caufes of her diltrefs

* Some years ago, a very fingular, and almoft incredi- 
ble fpecies of fanacicifm arofe, and has been propagated 
in this country, fo-far as to alarm the friends and affo- 
ciates of regular government, and eftablifhed religion. 
It is indeed a fyftem of toral infidelity of all religion, 
and, in the room of it, they attempt-to fabftitute a fort 
of adoration of virtue, as the principle and fource of 
all wifdom and happinefs among mankind. As the ap- 
pellation of this new fect, they call themfelves “* ‘The 
Illuminated.” The author and preacher of this ex- 
traordinary dodtrine was a Monfieur Waithaurt, profef- 
for of canon and civil Jaw at Ingolftadt- He firtt 
taught thofe leffons to his {tudents, and, when obliged 
to abandon his ‘office, he went about and propagated 
his faith, with no fimall fuccefs, among the younger fort 


of all ranks and profefhons. _ He, for fome time, has 
retired, and is ed to live quiet in Saxe Gotha ;— 
but feveral of his difciples in this country have been fe- 


verely punifbed, and fome of them are now in prifon. 
As this fingular fect began to affume the character of 
Free Mafons, for the fake of proteétion and fafety to 
their meetings, the Eletor of Bavaria publithed edi€ts 
again{t them in the affuined charaéter of Mafons. This 
circamftance, I remember, gave rife to articles in our 





Englith newsj injurious to the ag weg | and good 
feale of the Eleétor,.as if, merely from fuperftitious 
rejudice, he had perfecuted the honeft and charitable 
. focieties called the Free and Accepted Mafons.” 
GREEK FIRE. 


The French have threatened to deftrey our naval 
greatnefs, by the conftradtion and ufe of enormous rafts 
of timber, bomb proof, well lined with artillery, and 
capable of tranfporting 10,000 foldiets, and by anew 
chemical invention, fimilar to, if not the fame, as the 
aocient Greek Fire. 

The capability of thefe enormous rafts, and the ef- 
feéts which our feas will produce on them, may be 
more jultly afcertained by naval men. Perhaps the 
Mediterranean Sea, and the Channel which divides our 
country from France, are nearly equally tempeftuous, 
equally placid: The one did not deftroy the vaft galley 
af Syracufe ; and the latter may poflibly, in fome calm 
period of the Spring, {pare the fimple mechanifm of a 
raft. 


The Greek Fire, or by Frenchmen called Feu Gre- 
gois, was firft employed during the two fieges of Con- 
ftanitinople, in the termination of the feventh aud at the 
commencement of the eighth century.—“ The impor- 
tant fecret of compounding and direéting this artificial 
flame, was gre d Callinicus, a native of Heliopo- 
lis, in Syria, who deferted from the fervice of the Ca- 
liph (of Damafeus) to that of the Emperor. From 
the obfoure and perhaps fallacious hints of hiftorians, it 
fhould feem, that the principal ingredient of this fire 
was the Naphtha, or liquid Bitumen, a light, tenacious, 
and inflammable oil, which fprings from the earth, and 
catches fire as foon as it comes in contact with the air. 

_ . The Naphtha was mingled, by what methods, and 
41 what is tion, is unknown, with fulphur, and with 
the pit ever-green firs. From this mixture, 
which produced a thick fmoke and loud explofion, pro- 
ceeded a fierce and obftinate flame, which not only rofe 
in perpendicular afcent, but likewife burnt with equal 
yehemence in defcent or lateral progrefs: Inftead of 
being extinguifhed, it was nourifhed and qnickened by 
the element of water; and fand, urine, or vinegar, 
were the only remedies that could damp the fury of 
this powerful agent, which was juftly denominated by 

* the Greeks ot liquid or the py fire. It was 
either poured (upon the object) in large boilers, or 
launched in red hot balls yo or treme darted in 
arrows and javelins, twifted round with flax and tow, 
which had deeply imbibed the inflammable oil ; fome- 
a it _ depofited he fire-fhips, and was moft com- 

v blown through tubes of copper planted on 
the prow of a walley.” sith: 

Some years ago, a German of the name of Grabl, 
invented a compofition,. whofe properties exactly cor- 
refponded with thofe attributed by the French to their 
Fen Gregois, to be ufed in facilitating the conqueft of 
his ifland. 

Experiments of Grabl’s compofition were made in 
‘Woolwich Warren, in prefence of the Duke of Rich- 
mond, Mafter-General of the Ordnance, Lord Am- 
herft, and a great Humber of military and naval officers, 


éngincers, &c. The author propofed that his compofi- ' 


tion fhould be fired from cannon and mufquets for burn- 
ing the enemy’s fails and rigging, and fetting fire to the 
hulls of their fhips. It was proved to anfwer the pur- 
pofe propofed by the inventor: Upon coming into con- 
taét with its objed, it inftantly became inflammable, and 
water had no effeét towards extinguifhing its flame ; its 
appearance upon the Thames was extraordinary ; waft- 
ed by the tide and fpread abroad by the wind, it was a 
Kiquid fire-of a fierce. and vivid afpect, tenacioufly at- 
taching itfelf to whatever fubftance, obftruction, paffage, 
' or difperfion ; and it floated a confiderable time on the 
furface of the river before its combuftible matter became 
exhanfted by its own adtion, or was overpowered by 
the contrary element. The invention was admired, 
. More perhaps for its ingenuity, than for being converted 
to any purpofes of public utility.
